"retailers" of false bank notes, was 
bared this afternoon following arrest 
of twenty-eight alleged members of 
the gang. 


Capture of the alleged counterfeit- 


ers today brings the total under arrest 
to sixty-four and marks the partial 
culmination, of a chase that has led 
Federal Agent Joe Palma and his 
operatives to all parts of the world 
Since August 22, 1922. 


Notes broadcast by the gang which 


was rounded up last night and today 
found^ their way to Europe, Cuba and 
the Bahamas. They were circulated 
abroad by bootleggers and smugglers 


of narcotics who had been themselves 
victimized by the counterfeiters.

t i WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—All aspir- 


ing republicans uho have visions of 
'being nominated for president in 1924 
'have been warned off, publicly and 


t definitely. 


They have been given noiice that 


the present leadership of the party— 
ihe leadership that controlled the last 
republican national convention—ex- 
pects to control the next one, in the 
summer of 1924, and expects to con- 
sider only one man for the nomina- 
tion. 
That one man is President 


Harding. 


This- notice was given in the senate 


by Senator tyatson, ludiana, m his 
recent prediction that President Hard- 
ing would be TPnominated without 
opposition, and by a united party. And 
while it was expected that, sooner or 
later, some -party leader would make 
some such statement as Watson made, 
the political significance oE what he 
said" liessiu( the'reasons he gave for 
notifying another republicans to keep 
their hands off the nomination and 
give up wishing for it. 


"The 
republican party," Watson 


said, "must stand ou the record we 
have made, the record of his (Hard- 
iug's) administration, and It is not 
possible to stand on the record of the 
administration and yet repudiate the 
head of the administration." 


There, in a sentence, is the platform 


of the next republican national con- 
ventions-political observers here pre- 
dict. 
That convention, according to 


the plans of the leaders of the party 
organization, will be asked to endorse 
and acclaim what Harding and the 
lepublican congress elected in 1920 
have done, and to promise four years 
more of the same. 


Aimed at the Blocs. 


Watson was ostensibly speaking to 


the democrats. In reality, his speech 
was intended much more for the con- 
sumption of his republican friends in 
the various groups and blocs which 
have been growing up, aud some of 
which already have plans for captur- 
ing the presidency.

ESTABLISH MD_BOY CLINIC 


Cincinnati to Look After Mental 


Disorders of Incipient 


Criminals. 


CINCINNATI, Feb. 81.—Cincinnati 


has opened a clinic to find out how 
bad children get that way. 


An habitually bad boy is bad be- 


cause of mental disorders, according 
o Dr. Emerson North, social worker, 
n charge of the clinic. 
"Wo learn,' what's wrong with their 


leads, and after we have found out. 
we treat their heads," Dr. North said. 


"Thus fai we have had success. We 


hope there will be fewer men later 
on to put in penitentiaries, reforma- 
tories and ejectrlc chairs." 


Dr. North and his associates believe 


the ounce of prevention proverb ap- 
plies exceptionally to crime. "It is 
striking," said Mrs. Rebecca Boyle, 
social service assistant in the clinic, 
"that we get more children from wor- 
ried parents than from the police. 


"That is a good sign. 
It means 


parents are awake to the importance 
of nipping the least criminal tendency 
before it has made its imprint per- 
manent". 
Some of the children brought in by 


parents had been normal until a cer- 
tain age. Then their parents began 
to observe gradual changes—flights of 
temper, pilfering. 
"This is the type of child we are 


most 
successful with," said Mrs. 


Boyle. 
"I'ho gradual change is in 


most cases nothing latont that la 'Just 
coining out on them' but is caused by 
some developing disorder. Usually it 
can be corrected." 


In tho clinic records children who 


on police aad juvenile court books are 
classed as "iucorriglbles," are listed as 
suffering from "conduct disorders." 


Cincinnati is the first American city 


to establish a bad boy clinic.

THE CHURCH WEDDING—PART I.; 


Fortunately there is no stern law 


prescribing a special time for wedding. 
Marriages may take place at any time 
it suits one's fads and, perhaps, the 
convenience of the clergyman. 
But 


tne most fashionable hour In New 
York at the present time is 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. Not HO long ago the 
high noon wedding was the most 
popular, but now it has gone quite out 
of favor. For this reason I shall not 
cover it in detail, for it differs from 
the afternoon wedding only in that a 
wedding breakfast is served after the 
ceremony. A reception in the form 
of an afternoon tea is held after the 
3 o'clock afternoon wedding. 
Preparation at Home of Bridegroom. 


The bridegroom, with his best man 


and perhaps a valet as his only at- 
tendants, proceeds to get ready for 
the ceremony. Among the many du- 
ties of the best man he must be a 
valet, nurse and .general superintend- 
ent to the bridegroom. He usually 
goes to his home early in the morning 
and helps him pack his "gping-away" 
bag, which contains his. complete 
change of clothing for traveling after 
the ceremony. 
. 
The best man then takes this bag 


to the home of the bride, and it Is 
usually placed in her father's or 
brother's room where it is left in 
readiness. After this he takes both 
the bride's and bridegroom's luggage 
to the railroad or steamship terminal 
and checks it or has it placed In the 
proper stateroom. 
When the married couple are to stay 


at a hotel in town or short distance 
away, the best man usually conveys 
the luggage there and registers for 
them. He also sees that their luggage 
is placed in their rooms and that 
everything is in readiness to receive 
them. 
'• 
~ 
Then he returns to the bride- 


groom's house to supervise his toilet 
Before going to church the bridegroom 
entrusts him with th« wedding ring, 
which the best man places in the 


vestibule. Usually the mother of the 
bride goes to the church in the first 
carriage alone, or she may Include 
otic or two of the bridesmaids, but 
there must be one vacant seat in her 
carriage or car for her husband, who 
will return home with her. 


The next vehicles convey the maid 


of honor and the rest of the brides- 
maids: ' A bride may have as many 
Bridesmaids as she wishes, but the 
number should be in keeping with the 
size of the wedding. At a large wed- 
ding I have seen as many as twelve, 
but usually four or sir "and perhaps 
the same number, or less, of flower 
girls is best. I prefer fewer flower 
girls than bridesmaids (in fact no 
more than two) and I also think that 
more than eight bridesmaids, no mat- 
ter how large the wedding, makes for 
a less 'pleasing ceremonial. 


The bride; whose carriage arrives 


last in th-3 procession to the church, 
drives with her father only. Her car- 
riage remains standing in front of the 
entrance to the church until she and 
her husband, in place of her father, 
return from the ceremony and drive 
back to the house or wherever the 
reception is to be held. 
• 
. 


At the Church. 


Allowing an' appropriate length of 


'pocket of hi3-waistcoat. In this pocket 
he also places the envelope containing 
the clergyman's fee. This he gives 
to the clergyman before or after the 
ceremony, but in the vestry and never 
in the church. 
When it is time to go to the church 


the best man- rides with the bride- 
groom, and it is also his duty to see 
that they get to the church in time 
and, of course, before the arrival ol 
the bride. They go into the vestry 
and later both follow the clergyman 
when hi enteis the church to perform 
the ceremony. They both stand on 
the chance steps facing the guests 
and await the Aride^ the bridegroom 
standing in advance "of the best man. 


At the Home of the Bride. 


Meanwhile the bride is dressed 
under the supervision" of her mother. 
Often her maid of honor or one 'of 
the bridesmaids assists her in dress- 
ing. - This custom may be reversed, 
as in my own case, where I remember 
watching my sister, who was my only 
attendant, dressing for some time 
before I began my own toilet at all. 


Quite frequently the fitters who 


made the wedding dress are sent to 
the house to put on any finishing 
touches that might be necessary. 


At an appointed time all her wed- 


ding attendants, such as bridesmaid, 
the maid of honor and the flower girls 
gather at her house before they pro- 
ceed to the church. For this reason 
the bridegroom always- sends his 
bouquets to the bride's home. 


When it is time to go to the church 


the entire bridal party is conveyed 
there and awaits the bride in the 


time before the. bridal party Is to ar- 
rite, the ushers, supplied with lists 
of relatives and friends who are to be 
placed in the reserved pews, go to the 
church to make' certain that every- 
thing is in readiness for the cere- 
mony. Often they mark off the re- 
served pews with white ribbon, but 
this must be so arranged as to per- 
mit the barrier to be dropped and re- 
placed with ease.. To avoid any mis- 
tiap white bows alone are often used 
to mark the pews of the bridal party. 


Sometimes, just before the bride 


makes her entrance, two ushers take 
white ribbon which has been attached 
to the first pew, run-it down the aisle 
and attach it to one of the pews about 
the middle or end of the aisle as a 
signal that the bride is arriving. This 
ribbon is not removed until the mem- 
bers of the immediate.families of the 
bride and groom have been escorted 
from the church after the ceremony. 
- As the guests arrive .the ushers 
show-th'em to their respective seats. 
The families of the bride and. groom 
should arrive just before , the cere- 
mony and are shown to front, seats. 
Pews on the left are for the relatives 
of the bride and on the right for those 
of the bridegroom. 
It is customary to dispatch a num 


ber of servants to the vestibule of the 
church to take the hats and cloaks of 
the bridal party. They should be 
alert and not mix up the clothing: so 
as to retard the bridal 
procession 


upon leaving the church. The best 
man should see that the bridegroom's 
hat is in readiness for him at the 
door of the churcli. 
The mother of the bride is the last 


to be ushered to her seat, and her 
entrance is the sign for the ceremony 
to begin. Any tardy guests should 
either-sllp unnoticed into one of the 
rear pews or remain standing. 


After the mother of the bride has 


been seated, the doors of the church 
ar° closed and the procession forms 
in the vestibule. At a signal the 
music of the wedding march is played 
and the bridal procession advances. 
The ushers walk two and two. usually 
about four paces apart, then follow 
the bridesmaids in the same forma- 
tion, then comes the "maid of honor 
alone, and after her the flower girls. 
If there are but two flower girls and 
they are small enough, it is very 
sweet to have them at the rear of the 
bride carrying her long train. But if 
there is no long train they precede the 
bride, and at a double distance the 
bride, leaning on her father's right 
arm, should be the last to follow them. 


Arriving at the chancel, the ushers 


go to right and left, usually remaining 
below the chancel steps, the brides- 
maids take their places at each, side 
of the chancel, and the maid of honor 
stands at the left and next to the 
bride. As the bride's father leads her 
up to the steps, she withdraws her 
arm, and as she does so the bride- 
groom, takes her hand in his right and 
puts i't thru his left arm. As this 4s 
done they both turn to face the 
chancel. 
* 
It does not matter whether she 


takes his arm or whether they stand 
hand in hand in front of the clergy- 
man.

H. H. 366 was reported for general 


file. It relates to salaries of county 
surveyors. Where no fixed salary is 
paid the pay shall be $6 a day for field 
work and -60 cents an hour for office 
work; where salaried officer he shall 
act .as county highway commissioner. 
and may have a deputy at 75 per cent 
of his salary. The bill applies to nil 
counties- save Lancaster and Douglas. 


H. R. 103, the party circle bill, was 


again reported out. It had been recom- 
mitted to have the old matter that it 
eliminates put into the bill so that the 
members may know all about it. From 
one of the shortest bills introduced it 
•has been stretched, by this inclusion, 
into twenty-two pages in length.

Unless the states render as- 
sistance, indeed, unless they do most 
of the work, prohibition cannot be en- 
forced without greater outlay by the 
federal government aad a huge fed- 
eral army of detectives and prosecut- 
ing attorneys. 


Meanwhile what results can the 


prohibitionists show? The record of 
punishment is . easily 
ascertained. 


What is the record of prevention? 
Has drunkenness decreased and are 
there fewer arrests for" other crimes? 


When the European war ended and 


America felt the effects of a crime 
wave, the anti-prohibitionist attributed 
the wave, to the restlessness of the 
public over the absence of stimulant 
•The prohibitionists 
answered that 
crime waves always followed a war, 
and insisted that the criminal record 
was too complex'to be lamed on. one 
cause. So might the anti-prohlbltionist 
today turn the argument around and 
declare that if crime doesn't arise 
from a single cause then Its improve- 
ment cannot be credited to one re- 
form. Bearing these pro and con 
view* in mind, however, the follow- 
ing figures furnished by the federal 
prohibition unit give some idea of the 
tacts .upon which government officials 
base their statement that not only 
nave arrests for intoxication dimin- 
ished, but there has been a noticeable 
improvement in other ways in the 
morality of the country, some admit- 
tedly wet states being taken aa the 
basis for study. 
^ 
Figures From the State*. 


Using the average of seven "wet1 


years and comparing it with 
three 
"dry" years in the state of -Massa- 
chussetf.s the arrests for drunkenness 
have decreased 49 per cent in Boston 
alone and 46 per cent in the whole 
state. The total number of women 
arrested shows a decrease of 66 per 
cent aad the figures on arrests for all 
causes show a drop of 22 per cent. 
In'New York state, the government 


figures show a decrease In arrests of 
57 per cent in New York city, alone. 
The drunk court cases have. - dimin- 
ished by 66 per cent, and of the 
women brought to court for being 
drunk the statistics show a decrease 
of SI per cent The total of arrests 
tor assaults and misdemeanors shows 
a decrease *>f 55 per cent These com- 
parisons are made on toe basis of the 
iast two dry years and eight preced- 
ing w*t years. 
In Pennsylvania the drunk arrests 


in Philadelphia have gone down by 
37 per cent, the disorderly arrests by 
51 per cent and the women arrested 
[or vagrancy by 76 per cent. 
In California, the 1918 figures com- 


pared with 1922 show a decrease of 
>9 per cent In Missouri, the year 
1917 'compared with the Tear" 1922 
shows a diminution of 73 per cent in 
he arrests for drunkennesses in the 
arge cities aad towns. 
The figures no doubt will be chal- 


lenged. Government officials say they 
are based on police records carefully 
obtained. Did prohibition take the 
poor man's drink away and keep him 
out of jail only to increase the amount 
•f drinking among the folks of mod- 
erate means? The general opinion of 
officials is tiat the cue and cry today 
ibout "bootlegging" proceeds largely 
from America's upper classes, who are 
!i££ the pinch of prohibition aad 
feat UM rich man today is face to face 
with the situation which confronted 
be poor rpa" in the first three months 
ifter the eighteenth amendment was 
adopted. 
The attitude of the upper classes is 
to some exieat based upon the theory 
hat they can violate liquor laws as 
y do automobile traffic laws. The

Representative Garbef introduced 


a motion with a whereas handle pro- 
posing to call the cop patrol and 
send two state employes to jail. He 
charged that I. N. Clark and John 
Speedle, agents of the office of the 
state superintendent, bad spent much 
of the morning lobbying for H. R. 
49, Bock bill providing that the tui- 
tion cost of non-resident high school 
pupils shall be distributed over the 
county. He charged that these gen- 
tlemen did not carry lobbyist cards. 
His demand for immediate arrest was 
contained in the following: 


"Therefore I move you Mr. Speaker, 
that the sergeant-at-arms 
be in- 


structed to promptly locate the said 
Clark and Speed!* and place them un- 
der arrest and deliver them to the 
proper authorities 
for 
prosecution 


under the law." 


The motion W»B tabled by a vote of 


51 to 46. Mr/Garber opposed the 
bill which _he claimed 
Clark 
and 


Speedie favored. Immediately after 
the tabling of his motion, the 
bill 


came up in committee of the whole. 
He moved that It be indefinitely post- 
poned but found few supporters and 
the measure was advanced to third 
reading. 


Representative Bock charged that 


the Garber motion to cause the ar- 
rest of. two gentlemen of educational 
turn^ of mind, was gotten up solely for 
the purpose of attacking the bill. Mr. 
Jacoby said that Representative -Gar- 
ber acted as usher to a few lobbyists 
when the minimum wage bill waa un- 
der discussion. He wanted the mo- 
tion to kick back at the introducer. 


Grant Hears, chairman 
of 
the 


house finance committee, indicated 
that more or less winking has been 
done at the antl-Iobbying law when 
he said: 


"Many other have committed the 
same offense and have not been re- 
primanded." 


The purpose of H. R. 49 is to dis- 


tribute the cost of educating non- 
resident high school pupils over th« 
entire county so that each district 
will pay a moderate amount and no 
district an excessive amount.

American women. 
I shall certainly carry with me 


vivid impressions of creatures of rare 
charm and wisdom. Physically, the 
American woman, as 1 see her, is one 
of the handsomest and perbaps one ol 
the most fascinating types I have ever 
studied. She is visibly healthy and 
has mental and moral poise Probably 
one meets a greater pioportion of 
pretty faces and figures in the streets 
of New York and other cities of 
America than in any other country, 
altho I think that perfect beauty may 
be commoner in London and Paris. 


Intellectually the average American 


woman seems to me to be of a su- 
perior order. She is a good conver- 
sationalist, •w-ith a sparkle peculiar to 
herself. Often she rises to real bril 
liancy, despite a tendency to use slang 
at inappropriate moments. 
I think I have mentioned in a pre 


vious article that I consider Americans 
to be the best talkers in the world. 
American women show remarkable 
versatility, and they are never dull. 
Morally they are resourceful, self- 
reliant and independent — qualities 
which should make them ideal com- 
panions and "pals" for their husbands 
and brothers and children. 
I say "should" because I am not 


sure that they are always such com- 
panions. I am not sure that there is 
not a little selfishness and tempera- 
mental coldness in the American 
woman which makes her prone to lose 
too early after marriage much of the 
interest in her husband and his pur- 
suits which are essential to the har- 
mony of wedded life. And that may 
be one of the reasons of the growing 
number of divorces. 


On the other hand, as I have been 


privileged to observe, in many homes 
over here, American women are de- 
voted to their children and will make 
any sacrifice for their general welfare 
and education. Yet they do not allow 
their life to absorb all their time and 
attention as too many French women 
are apt to do. They are eager to keep 
abreast of developments in art, letters 
and science, altho, strangely enough, 
I have not noticed much feminine 
interest in politics, notwithstanding 
that American women occupy govern- 
ment administrative posts which are 
still closed to women in France. 


They are usually exceedingly well 


read-and it is always a real pleasure 
to talk with them. But are they not 
inclined to be tyrannical? And extrav-

ican girl; in a country where every 
one makes and speeds money quickly, 
yet they 'did surprise me at first.

Each of 
these coils should have a. variable con- 
denser in its circuit, as shown in the 
accompanying diagram. It will de- 
pend upon your aerial whether you 
have the primary conden'ser in series 
or in parallel with the primary coil.

the B battery, and when the blade is 
on the right-hand side you can listen 
in on your head telephones.

To get the bulb oscillating you 


should have the switch blade over at 
the right and should listen in until 
you tune in some amateur sending on 
about 200 meters. This will show that 
you have your set adjusted 
to the 


proper legal wave length. Then turn 
down the primary variable condenser 
until the signal you are tuned to is 
just barely audible, and then bring 
your tickler up close to the secondary 
until it begins to whistle loudly. 


As soon as this whistle is as loud 


as you can make it, throw your switch 
over to the left, and go ahead with 
your sending on the key. 


It must be remembered that this 


set, like the two previously given, is 
not a powerful one and will not send 
signals very far. It is designed only 
for practice with friends who are 
nearby and should not be expected to 
work more than a mile or two.

MEN AND THINGS 


Mr. Bryan's "army" of unnecessary employes appears 


to have dwindled down to 150, when he came to check- 
ing up on them. He- proposes to reduce state taxes by 
getting rid of this number of employes. That is a very 
good way unless the state has been making a profit 
out of their services in the way of fees. Those who pay 
the fees now trill- be pleased -if they are eliminated, but 
as excess fees go to cut down the direct taxes their dis- 
appearance would necessarily mean that much of an in- 
crease in direct levies. It will be necessary to study 
tils plan before an intelligent comparison of results can 
be made between what he proposes and what Is now in 
force. 


Apparently he regards the code as It now exists as 


too progressive a measure. At least most of his recom- 
mendations 
are that the state go back to the old 


system, with this notable exception, that where before 
it was the custom to give to a board of three or five, 
with equal powers, the control of a department, Mr. 
Bryan proposes to have the power to appoint and re- 
move lodged in him. This is a radical change from his 
attitude in the campaign, when he had a lot of fun pok- 
ing a sharp stick at "Czar1' McKelvie, but it is justified 
by practical business sense. The governor should go 
the entire way and accept the responsibility also for 
administration of these departments, but that would be 
the code system, and he has promised to repeal it. 


People seem to be willing to go to a lot of trouble to 


prove what is perfectly obvious or would be if we ap- 
plied to the question of whether prohibition has been 
for the best interests of the people and whether it has 
diminished drinking the rules of logic that we apply to 
other matters • beyond the horizon of our observation. 
Everybody is familiar with the physiological effects of 
liquor, and knows that if less of it is being drunk the 
people are better off physically. Everybody knows that 
the liquor habit is a costly one to the man who is 
possessed by it, and if it is difficult for him to get 
liquor he saves money by it. There remains only the 
.question of whether less liquor is being consumed now 
than under the license system. 


The noise made against continued prohibition by- 


those who want a.chance to make profit off selling it 
or who want it to drink is significant, but your own 
personal observation 
is more conclusive. We get 


around quite a bit, and we seldom see a drunken man 
where six years ago he was nearly always in evidence. 
We hear there is a lot of drinking in private, but it is 
always done by some other fellow than the one you 
inquire of when you start out to make investigations. 
There is little evidence of drinking now where is was 
quite in evidence before 1917. 


That twisted streak in men's minds which impels cer- 


tain types of college men to get out yearly what they 
call a scandal sheet fa incomprehensible to most per- 
sons. By no distortion of definition could its contents, 
be called humorous, there is nothing about it that is 
enlightening or informative, and its anonymity conceals 
either a sense of shame that is to be commended or a 
desire to shirk 
responsibility that augurs a lack of 


courage on the part of its writers. The 
university 


authorities should not hem and haw when confronted 
by a question of whether to permit such a publication. 
When they do permit it they cannot avoid a certain 
measure of responsibility. 


Culture is as culture does. If it does not inspire or 


uplift its possessors, make them not onl> capable of 
moral leadership but consumed with a desire to assume 
it, it Is of no value to either those who possess it or 
wliose tax contributions made its securement possible. 
If .one reads the classics only to hunt for the smut 
which, so frequently Is to be met with in the writings of 
the ancients, he is not acquiring culture, but befouling 
his mind. This is no new thought, that about the value 
of culture. It is to be found in the writings of Matthew 
Arnold, Montesquieu and others. Arnold «aid it when 
he wrote: "Culture moves by the force, not merely or 
primarily of the scientific passion-for pure knowledge, 
but also of the moral 
and social passion for doing 


good."
